By the end of next month ‘it 
will be possible for Hongkong 
residents to fly right around the 
Pacific Ocean on the longest 
grand-circle air route in. the 
world.

By the Inauguration of the Pan 
American Service frum Honolulu to 
New Zealand, every major point on 
the Pucifle except North China and 
Japan comes into direct. air com- 
munication with the Colony. 

Pan American services to Honolulu

pers flying from Honolulu to Canton 
Island, New Caledonia and Auckland.
